I  want  to  say  something  to  you  seniors  about  goodbyes.  And  what  I  want  to  say  has  something  to  do  with  you 
leaving  Andover,  but  more,  I  suppose  with  you  leaving  me.  Saying  goodbye  this  year  is  harder  than  ever.  You  would 
think  that  I'd  be  ecstatic  about  shipping  you  off  to  college  so  I  could  begin  my  sabbatical.  After  all,  I  won't  have  to 
correct  your  unintelligible  papers  anymore  . .  and  I  won  t  have  to  throw  erasers  at  you  in  class  when  you  make  a  dumb 
answer     and  I  won't  have  to  interrupt  my  Saturday  night  to  give  you  parietals     Do  I  ever  interrupt  you  during  your 
parietals??  All  this  aside  —  the  heart  of  the  matter  is  —  I'll  miss  you  guys  next  year. 

Oh  I've  tried  to  convince  myself  what  a  pain  in  the  neck  you  were  but  I  could  never  ouite  believe  it.  And  so,  when  I 
sat  down  to  write  this  talk,  instead  of  being  cynical  and  funny,  all  I  could  be  was  honest  and  filled  with  sentiment. 
When  I  think  about  this  year,  I  think  about  how  each  and  every  day  your  smiles,  your  words,  and  your  laughter 
rekindled  my  spirit  even  in  the  gloomiest  times.  In  the  classroom,  in  the  dorm,  in  the  symposium,  on  the  athletic  field, 
even  on  the  pathways  around  campus  you  warmed  the  world  with  your  love,  your  kindness  and  your  generosity. 

And  so  to  say  goodbye  to  you  is  not  like  saying  goodbye  to  a  passing  acouiantance  —  it's  like  saying  goodbye  to  a 
dear  friend,  or  a  brother  or  a  sister.  Goodbyes  have  always  been  hard  for  me,  because  my  heart  knows  that  time  and 
distance  and  mortality  can  separate  us  in  many  ways,  and  that  every  goodbye  feels  a  little  like  a  final  one. 

I  don't  think  our  culture  does  a  very  good  job  with  goodbyes.  We  put  such  a  premium  on  progress,  on  getting  ahead 
and  moving  on  that  we  forget  how  important  our  goodbyes  are.  But  I'm  not  like  that.  If  I  were  running  this  graduation, 
we  would  have  a  party  before  you  left  that  lasted  all  day  and  all  night  with  lots  of  food  and  dancing  and  plenty  of  time 
for  tears  and  laughter. 

Well,  it's  not  an  Italian  school  yet,  but  we  still  do  have  some  precious  time  left  together,  we  still  do  have  time  for 
tears  and  for  laughter.  We  still  have  time  for  the  word,  the  gesture  or  the  embrace  for  someone  we  love. 

If  you  have  ever  read  THE  LITTLE  PRINCE,  you  might  remember  the  secret  that  the  fox  tells  the  little  prince:  "It  is  only 
with  the  heart  that  one  can  see  rightly."  Over  and  over  again  you  have  shown  yourself  to  be  a  class  that  sees  with  the 
heart,  and  so,  before  I  finish  I'd  like  to  read  you  a  poem  of  the  heart  for  this  occassion.  The  title  of  the  poem  is 
GOODBYE,  written  by  Galway  Kinnell.  It's  about  his  mother  who  is  on  her  deathbed,  soon  to  be  buried  near  her  home  in 
Derry,  Ireland  —  but  it  is  also  about  a  remembrance  Kinnell  has  of  one  of  his  students  named  Syllest. 

GOODBYE 

My  mother,  poor  woman,  lies  tonight 
in  her  last  bed.  It's  snowing,  for  her,  in  her  darkness. 
I  swallow  down  the  goodbyes  I  won't  get  to  use, 
tasteless,  with  wretched  mouth-water; 
whatever  we  are,  she  and  I,  we're  nearly  cured. 

The  night  years  ago  when  I  walked  away 

from  that  final  class  of  junior  high  school  students 

in  Pittsburgh,  the  youngest  of  them  ran 

after  me  down  the  dark  street.  "Goodbye!"  she  called, 

snow  swirling  across  her  face,  tears  falling. 

in  Pittsburgh  tonight,  those  who  were  young 

will  be  less  young,  those  who  were  old,  more  old,  or  more  likely 

no  more;  and  the  street  where  Syllest, 

fleetest  of  my  darlings,  caught  up  with  me 

and  hugged  me  and  said  goodbye,  will  be  empty,  well, 

one  day  the  streets  all  over  the  world  will  be  empty  — 

already  in  heaven,  listen,  the  golden  cobblestones  have  fallen  still  — 

everyone's  arms  will  be  empty,  everyone's  mouth,  the  Derry  earth. 

it  is  written  in  our  hearts,  the  emptiness  is  all. 

That  is  how  we  have  learned,  the  embrace  is  all. 

Goodbye  seniors.  This  little  talk  was  my  embrace  for  you  all.  God  bless  you.
